It was in the days of the black flag, and 


of the nimble keel coppered to the bends, 
and of that square of blood red bunting 
which wh«n run aloft to the maintop- 
inast head signified "No quarter!" A 
round bowed Bristol trader, a bark of 
abont 480 tons, three months out from 
the Avon aad bound to Savanna la Mar, 
lay helpless off that Jamaican port in 
what is known to sailors as a "sheet 
calm."

Some half dozen male passengers— 


women there were none—lounged upon 
the little poop in the sultry shadow cast 
by the awning. It was disheartening to 
see the narrow entrance to Savanna la 
Mar almost within reach of a 24 pound- 
er's throw of its ball, and to be as little 
able to enter it as to walk to it. 


"How long is this going to last?'' ex- 


claimed a planter. 
"Perhaps a week, sir," answered Cap- 


tain Rogers, a large, short, purple faced 
man who hated to be asked questions. 


The planter rolled the yellow ' 'whites" 


of his eyes to the heavens and tossed bis 
hands, with a malediction betwixt his 
teeth. 
"What's that yonder, coming round 


that corner of land?" exclaimed another 
passenger, pointing to the line of coast 
which the rolling cutter lay becalmed 
abreast of. 
Captain Rogers went to the companion

no small alarm by the passengers. Tho 
captain said he co'nla swear to the 
schooner. She was the wickedest of all 
the picaroon pests of those waters. He 
pronounced her name, and his face was 
full of blood with temper as he did BO. 
An boor later an inshore breeze sprang 


op. The anchor was swiftly catheaded 
to a cheery chorus, and the Bristol trader 
•was steered for the narrow passage to 
receive a pilot for Savanna la Mar, 


By sundown the ship was moored in 
harbor, and everything was made snug 
for the night. A considerable number 
of vessels happened to be assembled in 
the port, and the picture was one of 
beanty and color when, on the sinking 
of the sun and to the blast of a heavy 
piece of ordnance, some score or two oi 
radiant streaks of bunting descended 
nattering to the deck from peak and 
masthead. -

HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


Minister Thurston, who represented 


the Provisional Government of the 
Hawaiian Islands at Washington, has 
left the Capital for Honolulu. He has 
not been recalled, neither has he been 
given his passports by our Government, 
but voluntary departs for the islands.

It is recognized by 
the United States and it does not seem 
to be the business of our Government 
to inquire into the rummer in which it 
wan establised any more than it is to 
ascertain how the French and Brazilian 
^Republics were organized. All have 
been recognized by the United States 
and it is not the plan of the United 
States to go back imd inquire how 
Louis Napoleon, Dona Pedro n.nd Queen 
Lilioukolani were deposed. 


.SILVKIl MKN ACTING. 


The second annual convention of the 


Colorado Silver League opened in Den- 
ver last Thursday with about 200 dele- 
gates in attendance. The convention 
adopted an address urging that silver 
be remonetized in order to relieve busi- 
ness clijtress. It also declared that 
the United States should have a finan- 
cial policy of its own, independent of

Fight like Wolves for Crumbs of 


Bread. 


JAGO, December 9.—Hundreds of 


hungry men engaged in a fierce combat 
for crumbs of bread was the pitiful 
picture of poverty and despair wit- 
nessed in the corridors of the City Hall 
last night. At an early h our fully 1,000 
of them had sought shelter for the 
night. The long corridor was so com- 
pletely filled that it was impossible to 
walk from one entrance to another 
without treading on the unfortunates' 
legs and arms. 


By 10 o'clock it was found necessary 


to apen the basement to the wanderers, 
and 800 were soon crowded just as near 
to the furnaces as it is possible to get. 
They were not all tramps, the propor- 
tion of "laboring men out of a job" to 
the professional idlers being almost 
three to one. 


A few men among the number had 


some small change left, and they de- 
cided to pool their pennies and get a 
bite to eat. Two men were appointed a 
committee to go for sandwiches, and 
while they were gone their companions 
cleared a space for the corning supper 
and spread clean papers on the floor 
where they intended to eat. 


Meanwhile the hordes of less fortun- 


ate overheard this talk and gazed sul- 
lenly on the preparations being made 
by the capitalists. A majority of the 
onlookers had not tasted a morsel of 
food for several days, and hunger had 
inflamed them to a point of madness. 
There was no preconcerted movement 
beyond the ungovernable demands of 
appetite, but whea the sandwich com- 
mittee returned with two well-filled 
boxes, the tiger-like ferocity of the 
starving bystanders broke forth and a 
furious rush was made by the hungry 
horde for the food. 


So fierce was the combat that in a 


moment's time the sandwiches were in 
crumbs and starving men were strug- 
gling for the smallest bit of the feast. 
Sandwiches were trampled under foot 
in the fierce engagement, but all the 
same these morsels were seized and 
eaten with perfect avidity. No less 
than 400 men battled for the slices of 
bread which could not 
satisfy' the 


cravings of ten. 


While this combat was on 'the police 


found it utterly impossible to restore 
order, and the engagement only ended 
when the last crumb was gone and the 
hungry warriors were too bruised and 
weak to continue the struggle. No 
such scene has ever been witnessed in 
Chicago before, and it will arouse the 
citizens to a sense of their responsi- 
bility and danger. 


Will Cleveland Back IJoirn. 


WASHINGTON, December 9.—The im- 


pression among leading Democrats in 
Congress is gaining ground that Cleve- 
land is going to take the back track in 
Hawaiian affairs, and the object of dis- 
patching a special messenger on a 
revenue cutter to Honolulu was to 
countermand his instructions to Willis, 
if not too late. It is said the public 
will probably never learn just what 
the instructions to Willis were, as 
those put in writing were very general, 
and the important particular instruc- 
tions were verbal. 
The written in- 


structions are to be interpreted by the 
verbal explanation of their purpose. 


Telegraph Notes. 


Four persons were drowned while 


crossing the Mississippi river in a skiff.

An entire Southern Pacific passenger 


train went over a ten-foot embankment 
near El Paso, Texas. No one was killed, 
but a number were badly wounded. At 
Benson, Arizona, another S. P. passen- 
ger train went over an embankment, 
no one, however, being killed. In each 
case it is supposed to be the work of 
tramps incensed at the recent S. P. 
order refusing to allow them to ride 
frse. 


A dynamite bomb was exploded in 


the French Chamber of Deputies at 
4 o'clock. Deputies Myre de Villers, 
Abbe le Maires and 
others were 


seriourly wounded. The police at once 
closed the doors and prevented all 
egress. It is, however, believed that 
the bombthrower escaped. The bomb 
went off just as it left the anarchist's 
hand, which accounts for the number 
injured in the gallaries, some of whom 
were women.

The rebels in whose interest the 
Itata was loaded at San Diego were 
victorious and the men on whose heads 
Balmaceda had set a price are now at 
the head of the Chilean Government.

Relatives i'fiul M1OO,OOO After His 


Death. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., December 9. — 


When Joseph Deitch dijj last Monday 
morning at his residence, 85 North 
Alabama stre.l, there were few who 
suspected lii^ of being a capitalist. 
Mr. Deitch was 80 years old at the time 
of his death. He was formerly en- 
gaged in the dry goods business, but 
retired many years ago. He wa£ known 
to have been thoroughly successful in 
his commercial transactions and that 
he had achieved a fair competence, but 
beyond this no one imagined him to be 
possessed of wealth. 


This notion as to Mr. Deitch's finan- 


cial importance was dissipated this 
morning when his will was offered for 
probate. It provided for bequests ag- 
gregating nearly $50,000, and one single 
item set aside $20,000 for the erection 
of a tomb in the Hebrew Cemetery. 


The first idea of the friends and 


relatives upon being acquainted with 
the provisions of the will was that 
Deitch had been insane and that his 
will was a mere freak, No outside re- 
sources were known of and it was de- 
cided to search for alleged wealth in 
the house. 


The hunt was commenced in a room 


in which much of his time in latter 
years had been passed. 
Here the 


search was rewarded. There were no 
hidden panels nor secret and intricate 
recesses, but from sundry closets and 
varous nooks and corners the treasure 
hunters pulled forth great bags of gold 
coin and fat packages of banknotes 
and greenbacks. 
These were sorted 


and counted and showed an aggregate 
of $94,000. The money was removed to 
a safe-deposit vault, where it will await

The bond- 
holder is now in bis glory, and the 
bondsman is obliged to serve his mas- 
ter more faithfully than did the old 
fashioned slave of forty years ago. The 
old style slaveholder was very solic- 
itous about the physical condition of 
his chattel. He had to furnish medical 
attendance through 
sickness, 
and 


at 
death, had to pay all funeral 


expenses. The bondholder has noth- 
ing of the kind to trouble him, bis 
workers take care of the sick, bury 
the dead, and the patriotic bondholder 
is relieved of all trouble and expense. 
Truly the slaveholder made no mistake 
in changing his calling to that of bond- 
holder, having found the bond holder 
in a flourishing condition. 
Now let 


us see what is the condition of his 
workers. 
Some of the workers are 


allowed to hold what is called a title to 
property, but of course this title is sub- 
ject to several lines. The national bonds 
are the first mortgage on his property, 
the State bonds ara the second mort- 
gage and the county bonds are the 
third mortgage. • If the worker is fortu- 
nate enough to live in u city the mu- 
nicipal bonds become the fourth mort- 
gage and if some enterprising bond- 
holder can convince the worker that 
there ought to be another mortgage on 
his property he obligingly puts on a 
fifth mortgage. This last mortgage is 
what is called a private debt and be- 
ing considered a great luxury, the 
worker is expected to pay the highest 
rate of interest. 
The worker is now 


considered well fixed. He is a prop- 
erty holder, a taxpayer and a useful 
citizen. 
The bondholder pats the 


svorker on the back and tells him about 
the great possibilities that are in store 
for him and that if he will keep voting 
the Democratic and Republican tickets 
he will continue to prosper. The worker 
voted as directed until he found that 
his interest in the party was practically 
worthless, and no matter how hard he 
worked or how much he tried to save, 
he kept getting more hopelessly in- 
volved. He now begins to investigate 
the cause of his deplorable condition 
and finds that the bondholders are 
controlling the financial legistation at 
Washington and thereby have reduced 
the masses to poverty and bondage.

Considerable .Dismay Caused in Knglish 


Kitchens. 


Considerable dismay was caused in 


England during the recent hot weather 
by the appearance of blood stains in 
bread, and also in boiled potatoes, rice 
and other farinaceous substances.

tion on the Continent was attributed 
to this source. Carmine red patches, 
capable of staining the fingers, ap- 
peared on cooked meat during the

three months, the epidemic suddenly 
ceased on the advent oJ a lower tem- 
perature.

Judge Clieiiey Derides the Case. 


The case of Welden vs. Welden was

aside on trie ground of abandonment 
till a new home subject to homestead 
rights is acquired by him for his 
family. 


The-declaration of homestead made 


by Mrs. Welden upon the community 
property will remain as made, and is 
removed from the property which the 
Court holds is the separate property of 
Welden, which separate property be- 
longing to Welden has been increased 
in value $2,000 by Welden and his wife 
since their marriage. The case was 
brought by A. J. Welden against his 
wife to set aside a declaration of home- 
stead made by her last April upon 
their ranch south of Reno.
